To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Gilford  in  the  County 
of  Belknap  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilford  on  Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March,  1958,  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  (Polls  to  be  open  from  nine 
to  six  at  least)  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for 
the  year  ensuing.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  Gil- 
ford Beach. 

Article  17.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  graves 
of  soldiers  and  sailors. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $605.66  which  is  1/100  of  1%  of 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  Town,  to  the  Lakes  Region 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting 
the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the  Town,  in 
co-operation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes  Region. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town  in 
anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the 
provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  for  the  observance  of  Old 
Home  Day. 

Article  23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  to  remodel  the  Town  Hall. 
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Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Glen- 
ridgeway  as  a  public  street  in  the  Town  of  Gilford.  By 
Petition. 

Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  non- 
partisan ballot  system.    By  Petition. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  an 
ordinance  requiring  a  building  permit  from  the  Selectmen, 
when  the  cost  of  construction,  whether  alteration  or  new 
is  to  exceed  $200.00,  the  application  for  such  permit  to 
be  made  by  the  owner  of  the  property  on  which  the  work 
is  to  be  done  or  by  the  contractor  or  builder,  said  appli- 
cation to  set  forth  the  ownership,  location  and  dimen- 
sions of  the  lot  of  land  involved,  a  general  description  of 
the  proposed  structure  and  the  contract  or  approximate 
cost.

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FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS  EVERYBODY'S 
BUSINESS 


New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  for- 
est fire  problem  —  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being 
man-caused  and  preventable  —  a  serious  indictment  of  in- 
terest in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both 
the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to  effec- 
tively meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the  public 
to  the  threat  fire  presents  to  our  woodlands ;  b}^  maintain- 
ing a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens  and  deputy  wardens 
in  every  community  and  bj'  providing  ample  opportunity 
for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste  materials. 
Carelessness  and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to  be  the 
big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and 
fishermen ;  careless  burning  of  debris  during*  hazardous 
periods  in  dangerous  locations ;  illegal  burning ;  im- 
properly extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  —  all 
result  in  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry 
and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town  and 
state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your 
community  and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR 
thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort  —  The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
avoid  all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for 
open  debris  fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire 
places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is  instructed 
to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type  of  burning  are  safe. 
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3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cig- 
arettes and  matches  —  are  completely  out  before 
discarding  them.   Use  ash  trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook 
fires  are  completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with 
burning  requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected 
and  aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

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GILFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
1957 

Our  records  indicate  response  to  46  fire  calls  during 
the  past  calendar  year.  Of  these,  13  were  to  fires  in  habit- 
able buildings,  18  were  to  brush,  grass  or  woods  fires  and 
15  were  to  other  miscellaneous  types  including  flooded  oil 
burners,  rescue  calls  and  mutual  aid  calls. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  completion  of  the  installation 
of  General  alarm  sirens  at  the  Glendale  and  Gilford  Village 
stations  in  conjunction  with  the  necessary  radio  control 
equipment  which  also  is  now  in  service.  This  improve- 
ment has  materially  increased  the  operating  efficiency  of 
the  department.  In  addition,  a  small  office  has  been  con- 
structed at  the  Gilford  Village  station  to  house  the  new 
equipment. 

Work  on  the  new  station  at  Glendale  is  progressing 
satisfactorily  with  all  work  necessary  for  efficient  fire  de- 
partment operation  completed  and  the  construction  of 
social  rooms  and  kitchen  facilities  on  the  second  floor 
well  under  way. 

For  the  most  part,  all  the  work  done  in  the  past  year 
has  been  on  a  voluntary  basis  with  the  members  of  both 
the  Glendale  company  and  the  Gilford  Village  company 
taking  part  and  they  have  done  a  very  creditable  job. 

As  Gilford  continues  to  grow  so  must  your  fire  depart- 
ment if  it  is  to  continue  to  carry  the  responsibility  for  the 
suppression  of  fires  in  the  community  with  a  minimum 
loss  to  the  taxpayer,  and  to  the  town  as  a  whole.  There- 
fore, we  have  made  preliminary  plans  for  a  new  Fire  De- 
partment Headquarters  building  in  Gilford  Village  and 
propose  to  replace  our  "White"  pumper  (now  21  years 
old)  with  new  apparatus  of  modern  design.  Both  of  these 
improvements  have  been  previously  recommended  by  the 
Board  of  Underwriters.  We  trust  both  projects  Avill  re- 
ceive your  favorable  attention.

The  construction  of  a  village  waterworks  system  ca- 
pable of  providing"  fire  protection  from  hydrants  has  been 
mentioned  many  times  in  the  past.  We  feel  that  this  proj- 
ect would  be  of  considerable  value  to  the  town  and  would 
like  to  go  on  record  Avith  the  recommendation  that  the 
feasibility  of  such  a  project  be  thoroughly  investigated  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  a  complete  report,  with  recom- 
mendations, be  presented  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

The  cooperation  received  from  all  departments  of  the 
town  government  is  sincerely  appreciated.  The  efforts  of 
the  Gilford  Police  Department  and  the  Ladies'  Auxiliaries 
have  been  of  singular  value  during  emergencies.  Most  of 
all,  you,  the  townspeople  of  Gilford,  are  to  be  compli- 
mented on  the  excellent  manner  in  which  you  have  co- 
operated with  us  and  have  kept  the  incidence  of  fires  to  a 
minimum.

I  hereby  submit  this  report  covering  the  work  of  the 
Police  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1957. 

In  addition  to  myself,  your  Police  Department  consists 
of  one  Sergeant,  ten  special  officers  that  do  regular  duty 
when  called,  plus  five  other  men  that  hold  appointments 
as  special  officers  who  may  be  called  in  the  event  of  any 
emergency. 

During  the  week  of  May  13  through  17  I  attended  the 
F.B.I.  School  on  Police  Administration  at  Boston,  Mass. 

Our  Gilford  Police  Relief  Association  has  averaged  a 
good  attendance  at  the  regular  monthly  meetings,  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Association  I  wish  to  thank  those  who  have 
supported  this  worthy  cause  financially. 

As  an  outgrowth  of  this  organization.  The  Belknap 
County  Law  Enforcement  Association  was  founded  to  bet- 
ter acquaint  one  with  another,  and  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
struction through  speakers,  movies,  etc.  These  meetings 
are  also  held  once  a  month  in  various  towns  about  the 
county.  The  Gilford  officers  are  very  much  interested 
in  this  organization  and  take  an  active  part  in  the  meet- 
ings. 

Due  to  the  rapid  development  of  the  town  and  the 
growth  of  population  it  is  necessary  to  add  a  regular  man 
to  assist  me  during  the  summer  months.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents 
and  Voters : 

School  Building  Addition 

The  new  school  addition,  consisting  of  four  classrooms, 
administration  office,  new  cafeteria-kitchen,  auditorium- 
gymnasium,  and  additional  land  to  replace  part  used  for 
new  construction,  gives  the  school  district  a  needed  and 
very  valuable  extension  of  an  excellent  school  system. 
The  addition  is  well  planned,  economical,  blends  with  the 
landscape  and  the  rest  of  the  building,  and  will  solve 
Gilford's  building  needs  for  grades  1-6  inclusive  for  the 
present. 

The  School  Board,  the  Planning  Committee,  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association,  the  Selectmen,  and  all  citizens  de- 
serve commendation  for  the  democratic  support  of  the 
needs  to  retain  Gilford's  outstanding  position  in  New 
Hampshire  education. 

The  School  Board  of  Mr.  Jack  Sawyer,  Chairman,  Mr. 
Richard  Talbot  and  Mrs.  Ethel  Dolloff  spent  long  hours 
and  endless  meetings  in  the  planning  of  this  excellent 
building.  They  were  assisted  at  all  times  by  the  members 
of  the  Building  Committee.  Mrs.  Esther  Peters  became 
a  board  member  last  March  and  has  been  a  wonderful 
asset  in  all  the  meetings  with  the  architect,  contractor  and 
bidders  on  various  equipment.  These  four  board  mem- 
bers have  shown  that  they  have  the  interest  of  the  chil- 
dren at  heart  and  also  determination  to  give  the  tax- 
payers the  best  potential  physical  plant. 

All  citizens  of  Gilford  should  know  that  Chairman  Jack 
Sawyer  practically  acted  as  Clerk  of  the  Works,  for  he 
visited  the  construction  at  least  twice  a  day  during  the 
entire  period  and  used  a  great  deal  of  his  personal  time 
in  checking  all  details  of  the  construction. 
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Gilford  Proposed  Budgfet  for  1958-1959 

The  requested  Gilford  School  budget  for  1958-59  is 
approximately  $5,000.00  more  than  the  previous  year. 
This  is  a  very  low  increase  when  it  is  considered  that  the 
budget  includes  two  additional  grade  teachers  and  a  kin- 
dergarten teacher  for  next  year. 

The  largest  item  in  the  school  budget  is  the  $59,660.00 
provided  for  tuition  for  grades  7-12  inclusive  attending 
Laconia  schools.  The  $62,530.00  in  the  1957-58  budget 
included  almost  $7,000.00  for  tuition  for  the  previous 
year. 

The  bond  issue  will  include  $25,000  for  principal  pay- 
ments and  $5,390.00  for  interest. 

Gilford  is  one  of  the  minority  of  communities  in  the 
state  where  the  census  does  not  give  a  reliable  prediction 
of  enrollment.  The  growth  of  Gilford  means  that  school 
building  will  be  a  continual  problem.
